IO a m. Saturday at the Cyclorama 
for briefing in the battle by a 
park 
historian. 
They 
then 
will 
establish a camp at Pardee Field 
and begin the first of two ten-mile 
hikes to be made through the park 
before they return home Sunday 
night. 
The troop 
include* Protestant, 
Catholic and Hebrew boys and is 
made up of children whose parents 
are mostly Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marine officers, with a sprin­ 
kling of civilians. The trip is part of 
a aummer-long history-hiking-out­ 
doors-physical training p r o g r a m 
carried on by the unit.

Colonel Lambert inaugurated the 
project when “I discovered the dis­ 
mal appreciation of history my 12- 
year-old was getting in school.”

LITTLE ROCK. Ark W — U S 
Army troops formed a protective 
skirmish line for nine Negro stu­ 
dents who leisurely walked into 
Central High School today, laugh­ 
ing and relaxed with no erowd, 
only newsmen, watching them. 
As yesterday, an Army station 
wagon drove the six Negro girls 
and three boys to the front en­ 
trance 
of 
the 
school 
and

soldiers walking behind escorted 
them to the door. 
About six girls left school before 
the Negroes appeared but three 
of them returned to school after 
the Negroes entered. 
The scene was completely quiet. 
One white girl who stayed away 
from school yesterday said her 
mother made her return, against 
her will. to classes today. 
"Some of us are going to get 
far behind if we stay away much 
longer,” she srtid 
Moat Normal Day 
As 
students 
sir earned 
In.

killing at least ll persons and in­ 
juring 17 seriously. In addition, 
111 parsons are missing and 2,200 
Okinawan homes were destroyed.

killed, but some were injured. 
The Okinawa Star said damage 
to U. S. air bases at Naha and 
nearby Kadena was extensive. 
It reported the Marine air wings 
at Naha lost the major portion of 
their tactical aircraft. 
There was no official U. S. Air 
Fore# confirmation. 
The storm, suddenly ballooning 
from a tropical disturbance to a 
ratine typhoon, caught Okinawa 


unawares. 
U. S. installations and housing

“The Romans followed the Oreeks 
in coin making but they failed in 
producing coing of the same quality 
a* the Oreeks produced.

of their rulers. The first to do so 
was during the rule of Philip and 
Mary. It to a thin silver piece about 
the alae of a half dollar.

“Every country has produced some 
type of coinage since 700 B. C. For 
some it has been very- few and of 
course some years there were dupli­ 
cation* of the previous year and 
some years no coins at all were 
made.

NEW YORK OP — The present 
trend toward ball control In col­ 
lege football is Just backsliding to 
the days of Jock Sutherland in the 
opinion of Columbia Coach Buff 
Donelli. And Buff doesn’t like it 
Donelli, a man who has plenty 
of fresh ideas about the game 
and who n I ways is willing to talk 
about them, deplored this trend 
today and at the same time pre­ 
dicted it will spread into pro foot­ 
ball.

The trend toward holding pos­ 
session of the ball and grinding 
out yardage began a few years 
ago when the split or sliding T 
formation met with marked suc­ 
cess. Coaches found this mostly- 
running game resulted in less risk 
of pass interceptions and long run- 
backs but still brought scores. 
“Now? they’re all grinding out a 
few yards at a time like Suther­ 
land’s P itt teams used to,” Don­ 
elli said.

The situation now, Donelli says, 
Just 
reverses

place 
when the T formation first became 
popular. 
“A lot of us were forced to the 
T because that’s what the high 
schools 
were 
playing,” 
he 
ex­ 
plained. “We had to use players 
who didn’t know anything else. 
Now the swing is just the other 
way. The trouble is that the col­ 
lege game takes to new trends too 
completely.”

Has Prospered Tremendously 


Since Original Foundation 


Interwoven with the growth of 
Saint Joseph College throughout 
the years has been the flourishing 
of the religious community begun 
by Mother Elizabeth Ann Seton. 
Born into the wealthy Episcopa­ 
lian Bayley family in New York 
City on Aug. 28. 1774, Elizabeth 
m arried William Magee Seton, the 
son of a wealthy New York ship­ 
ping 
family, 
on 
Jan. 
25. 
1794 
Widowed in Italy in 1803 dur­ 
ing a visit made with her husband. 
Elizabeth Seton was attracted to 
the Catholic faith by the Filicchi 
family, bankers in Leghorn, Italy. 
Back in New York she was ad­ 
mitted to the Catholic Church on 
Mar. 14, 1805 
Coming to Balti­ 
more in June, 1808. she conducted 
a school for girls for about a year 
and 
during 
that time 
began 
a 
period of ’‘novitiate” to the reli­ 
gious 
life 
under 
the 
spiritual 
direction of the Rev. Louis Guil­ 
laume 
Valentin 
duBourg, 
then 
superior of St. Mary’s College in 
Baltimore. 
On Mar. 25. 1809, Elizabeth Se­ 
ton pronounced her vows of reli­ 
gion before Archbishop John C ar­ 
roll of Baltimore She received the 
title of Mother of the infant reli­ 
gious community, then known as 
the 
Sisters 
of 
Saint 
Josep h s. 
Early Candidates 
The registry ,©f candidates to 
Mother Seton’s community in the 
early years includes that of Miss 
Eleanor Thompson, a young Em ­ 
m itsburg woman, later known as 
Sister Sally Thompson. Miss Ce­ 
celia O’Conway, often referred to 
as 
“ Philadelphia’s 
First 
Nun,” 
w as the 
first to join 
Elizabeth 
Seton on Dec. 17. 1808. Miss Maria 
Murphy, the second Philadelphia 
candidate, arrived in April, 1809. 
Also among this early group bf 
religious novices was Miss Susan 
Classy of New York and Miss Mary 
Ann Butler of Philadelphia. 
On June 2, 1809, Mother Seton’* 
first band of sisters appeared In 
public attire for the first time in 
the habit chosen by Mother Seton 
for her new community. Sim ilar 
to the dress worn by Elizabeth 
Seton during her period of mourn­ 
ing. it consisted of a black dress 
with a shoulder cape, set off by 
a white cap which tied’ under the 
chm. This habit was modeled after 
one worn by a community of nuns 
•whom Mother Seton had seen in 
Italy.

seph’s in Em m itsburg Father Du­ 
Bourg had been named as the first 
superior of the community,

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Nationalist China Tells U.N. 
RedMainlandGrippedByUnrest 
That May Flare IntoOpen Revolt 
mJ TOM HOOK 
UNITED NATIONS, N T. (JU — 
Nationalist China told tho United 
Nations today the Red mainland 
la gripped by unrest that may 
flare into a revolt like the Hun­ 
garian uprising. The Communist 
regime was described aa shaky. 
In a speech prepared for deliv­ 
ery the 83-national General As­ 
sembly, China’s Hu Sh lh declared 
events in Hungary touched off two 
major anti-Communist movements 
on the mainland in the past few 
months. 
One movement led by student 
groups nearly resulted in paralyz­ 
ing Peiping and Shanghai with a 
general strike, he said, but Red 
authorities were tipped off and 
checked it by arresting ringlead­ 
er*. 
Students Oppose Reds 
"It is absolutely untrue that the 
Communist regime in China has 
won over the mind and the heart 
of the young," Hu declared. 
"W hat 
happened 
in 
Hungary 
last October has proven beyond 
doubt that the young students and 
workers of Hungary have not been 
captivated by fully IO years of 
Communist rule and indoctrlna. 
Hon." 
Recent events, he added, prove 
that "after eight years of absolute 
rule and ideological molding, the 
s t u d e n t s in China are almost 
unanimously in opposition to the 
Communist 
party 
and 
govern­ 
m ent." 
Cites Recent Event* 
Nu aaid the Hungarian uprising 
has had a profound effect on the 
Chinese people as a whole. 
Hu gave this account of recent 
events on the mainland: 
An anti-Red movement erupted 
last June among five million stu­ 
dents in schools and universities 
throughout the mainland. 
Within a week, the movement 
threatened to develop into a vio­ 
lent uprising and Red authorities 
took repressive steps in all the 
school* and colleges. Ringleaders 
were arrested and rallies banned. 
News Suppressed 
Despite 
repressive 
m easures, 
student rioting broke out in the 
central Chinese city of Hanyang 
N e a r l y 
1.000 
youths 
surged 
through the streets shouting anti­ 
com m unist slogans and 
waving 
banners. 
Students, 
teachers 
and 
school officials were rounded up 
and arrested. 
Peiping authorities kept news of 
the Yanyang riots secret for near­ 
ly two months, when news finally 
leaked out. 
The other m ajor movement, was 
Mao Tze-tung's decision to let "a 
hundred flowers blossom and . . . 
a hundred schools of thought con­ 
tend." 
This freedom of expression last­ 
ed for about a month. Then the 
Red leaders becam e alarm ed over 
the swelling tide of criticism and 
clamped down again.

IN DAMASCUS ON 
SYRIAN ISSUE

DAMASCUS, Syria UBI—Prem ier

Damascus today in a dram atic 
demonstration of all out efforts 
by King gaud of Saudi Arabia to 
patch up Arab world differences.

school in an Army station wagon 
and a score of paratroopers with 
fixed 
bayonets

When school ended, the three 
Negro boys and six girls were 
guarded again as they walked to 
the s t a t i o n wagon that had 
brought them.
